J. C. Ford, county farm agent, has sent a warning 
to farm ers of Mergan county telling them how. to 
locate hoppers, newest cotton pest discovered in the 
cotton Holds oí the United States. 
Mr. Ford has 
offered every bit of available service and material 
to the Morgan farm er in the hope that the pest’s 
attacks may be thw arted ip this county, 
Reports 
of the cotton pest have been only scattering in 
Morgan cotmty, yet as some farm ers point out, the 
pest is very difficult to find and often fools the ag­ 
riculturist into believing th at his ’cotton is not well 
advanced. 
In reality, some claim, this stage is ap­ 
parent a t this time of the year only after the attack 
of the pest. 
/ 
W hether the hopper is noticeable in activity in 
this county or not, it is a good safeguard to remem­ 
ber that an ounce of prevention is better than a 
pound of cure. 
It is hoped that the fanners v/ill 
take advantage of Mr. Ford’s warning and pre­ 
páre their crops against the inroads of the Roppcr 
and the iveevtt. 
No sooner had the farm er placed the weevil un­ 
der control than the hopper turned up, now it’s up 
to the farm er to protect himself from the latest 
edition of the boll weevil. 
A fter all farm ing is just like any other business, 
when one thing is cured, another bobs up.

farm er should have no more cause to bury his face 
in his hands than the business man who has just 
seen things go wrong when he predicted that every­ 
thing was going right.
